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REPORT 


In  presenting  the  Decennial  Report  for  the  period  ending  with 
the  Commencement  of  June  30,  1870,  the  Committe  feel  that  in 
confining  its  statements  to  the  classes  of  facts  established  ten  years 
ago,  they  will  meet  the  substantial  purposes  of  the  Association  in 
directing  the  preparation  of  the  review.  These  statements  are 

First.  The  number  of  each  class. 

Second.  The  general  geographical  location  of  the  various  mem¬ 
bers. 

Third.  Their  occupation,  whether  professional  or  otherwise, 
and  the  number  in  each  division;  with  the  total  number  of  de¬ 
ceased,  similarly  classified. 

Fourth.  Those  upon  whom  honorary  degrees  have  been  conferred. 

Fifth.  The  public  positions  occupied,  now  and  heretofore,  by 
our  members. 

Sixth.  A  list  of  the  pamphlets  or  books  produced  by  them  and 
published,  arranged  by  their  respective  classes. 

Seventh.  A  list  of  the  Alumni  Speakers,  with  their  subjects. 

Eighth.  Sketches  of  our  dead  for  the  decade. 

Ninth.  A  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

We  propose  to  set  forth  these  facts  with  as  great  precision  as 
possible,  and  without  unnecessary  personal  or  other  detail  —  the 
object  being  to  represent,  as  far  as  our  Alumni  are  concerned,  the 
relations  of  Pennsylvania  College  to  the  great  public.  The  nature 
of  the  undertaking  renders  it  possible  that  we  have  failed  to  secure 
every  fact  included  within  our  range  of  investigation;  but  we 
have  left  untried  no  reasonable  effort  to  ensure  complete  accuracy.

In  1836,  there  were  no  graduates.  The  first  class  consisted  of 
3;  the  last  of  19,  the  same  number  who  graduated  in  1860,  the 
year  of  our  first  general  Report.  The  largest  number  of  gradu¬ 
ates,  in  any  one  year,  was  21,  which  occurred  in  1856,  and  also 
1861.  Of  the  thirty-six  classes,  eight  contained  less  than  ten 
members,  the  first  being  the  smallest.  The  highest  number  within 
the  first  six  years  was  six  graduates;  the  highest  within  the  last 
six  years,  was  nineteen.  Of  our  number,  sixty-five — just  one- 
seventh  —  are  deceased;  and  sixty-three  —  almost  another  seventh 
—  were  graduated  within  the  last  four  years,  and  have  hardly  yet 
reached  the  period  of  duties— thus  reducing  the  active  Alumni 
to  about  300.

Nearly  one-lialf  of  the  whole  number  prepared  themselves  for 
the  active  duties  of  the  Ministry;  and  most  of  them  are  thus  em¬ 
ployed.  Thirty-five  of  them  are,  or  have  been,  engaged  in 
teaching.  Mr.  Urias  Unangst  of  the  class  of  1854  is  a  Missionary 
in  India,  Mr.  Adam  Long  of  the  same  class  died  while  similarly 
engaged,  and  Mr.  George  J.  Martz  of  the  class  of  1846,  now  of 
Womelsdorf,  was  a  Missionary  at  Guntoor,  India,  from  August, 
1849,  to  January,  1852.

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V.  PUBLIC  POSITIONS. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  our  members  are  in  the  Educa¬ 
tional  work.  Milton  Valentine  of  the  class  of  1850,  is  President 
of  Alma  Mater ,  in  which  Martin  Luther  Stoever  of  the  class  of 
1838,  Luther  H.  Oroll  of  the  class  of  1855,  Victor  L.  Conrad  of 
the  class  of  the  class  of  1848,  and  Henry  Louis  Baugher  of  the 
class  of  1857,  are  Professors.  James  Allen  Brown  of  the  class  of 
1842,  is  President  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  in 
which  Charles  A.  Hay  of  the  class  of  1839,  is  a  Professor,  and 
Milton  Valentine  of  the  class  of  1850,  and  Henry  Louis  Baugher 
of  the  class  of  1857,  are  adjunct  Professors.  David  P.  Bittle  of 
the  class  of  1835,  is  President  of  itoanoke  College,  Virginia,  in 
which  S.  Carson  Wells  of  the  class  of  1849,  is  a  Professor.  Charles 
P.  Krauth  of  the  class  of  1839,  is  a  Professor  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  also  in  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  Henry  Ziegler  of  the  class  of  1841,  is  President  of  the 
Theological  Institute  at  Selinsgrove,  Pennsylvania,  and  Peter 
Born  of  the  class  of  1848,  is  one  of  its  Professors.  William  M. 
Paxton  of  the  class  of  1843,  is  a  Pastor  in  the  city  of  Hew  York, 
and  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  at  Allegheny  city.  Josiah  P.  Smeltzer  of  the  class  of  1846, 
is  President  of  .Newberry  College,  at  Walhalla,  South  Carolina. 
Hezekiah  It.  Geiger  of  the  class  of  1846,  and  Isaac  Sprecher  of 
the  class  of  1851,  are  Professors  in  Wittenberg  College,  Ohio. 
Jacob  B.  Kershner  of  the  class  of  1858,  is  a  Professor  iu  the  The¬ 
ological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  church,  at  Mercersburg.  Mat¬ 
thias  II.  Richards  of  the  class  of  1860,  Davis  Garber  of  the  class 
of  1863,  and  Theodore  L.  Seipof  the  class  of  1864,  are.  Professors 
in  Muhlenberg  College,  at  Allentown.  L.  A.  Bikle  of  the  class  of 
1857,  and  P.  M.  Bikle  of  the  class  of  1866,  are  Professors  in 
North  Carolina  College  atMt.  Pleasant.  Benjamin  Sadtler  of  the 
class  of  1842,  is  Principal  of  the  Female  Seminary  at  Lutherville, 
Maryland,  and  William  F.  Eyster  of  the  class  of  1839,  is  Princi¬ 
pal  of  a  like  Institution  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland. 

From  this  summary  it  appears  that  three  of  our  members  are 
Presidents  of  Colleges,  two  are  Presidents  of  Theological  Semina¬ 
ries,  and  that  sixteen  are  Professors  in  institutions  of  that  class. 
Quite  a  number  have  nourishing  Academies,  or  are  otherwise  en¬ 
gaged  as  instructors. 

Of  our  deceased  members,  Ezra  Keller  of  the  class  of  1S42,  was 
President  of  Wittenberg  College,  Ohio,  and  Michael  Diehl  of  the 
class  of  1844,  was  one  of  its  Professors;  Jacob  Scherer  of  the  class 
of  1841,  and  Daniel  Garver  of  the  class  of  1850,  were  Professors  in 
Illinois  State  University  ;  and  John  A.  Tressler  of  the  class  of 
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1848,  was  a  Professor  in  the  State  Capital  University,  at  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio. 

Of  our  number,  the  following  now  otherwise  engaged  have  been 
connected  with  important  Educational  Institutions  :  Theophilus 
Stork  of  the  class  of  1835,  was  President  of  dewberry  College, 
South  Carolina,  in  which  J.  W.  Shreckhise  of  the  class  of  1854, 
was  a  Professor.  Daniel  II.  Bittle  of  the  class  of  1843,  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Gerhart  of  the  class  of  1841,  were  dacli  President  of  North 
Carolina  College,  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  in  which  George  F.  Schaeffer 
of  the  class  of  1857,  was  a  Professor.  ,T.  Geering  Harris  of  the 
class  of  1839,  was  Professor  in  Wittenberg  College  ;  Joseph  B. 
Bittinger  of  the  class  of  1844,  in  Middlebury  College,  Vermont; 
Joseph  P.  Clarkson  and  Robert  H.  Clarkson  of  the  class  of  1844, 
in  the  College  of  St.  James,  Maryland  ;  Abraham  Essick  of  the 
class  of  1847,  in  the  State  Capital  University  at  Columbus,  Ohio, 
and  subsequently  in  Wittenberg  College  ;  Edmund  Miller  of  the 
class  of  1848,  Graft  M.  Pile  of  the  class  of  1849,  Benjamin  C.  Sues- 
serott  of  the  class  of  1853,  and  John  T.  Ross  of  the  class  of  1854, 
in  Illinois  State  University  ;  W.  J.  T.  Carroll  and  J.  F.  Crocker 
of  the  class  of  1850,  in  Madison  College  at  Uniontown,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  the  former  having  also  subsequently  been  Professor  in  Lynch¬ 
burg  College,  Virginia  ;  Daniel  Worley  of  the  class  of  1850,  in  the 
State  Capital  University  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  Edward  J. 
Koons  of  the  class  of  1858,  in  Muhlenberg  College,  at  Allentown. 
Charles  J.  Ehrehart  of  the  class  of  1850,  has  been  for  five  years, 
Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Alma,  Mater. 

Robert  II.  Clarkson  of  the  class  of  1844,  is  and  has  been  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  in  connection  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church. 

Others  of  our  number  have  filled  other  public  positions,  which 
the  directions  of  the  association  require  should  be  stated.  Mich¬ 
ael  G.  Dale  of  the  class  of  1835,  was  for  eighteen  years  Probate 
Judge  of  Madison  county,  Illinois,  and  has  repeatedly  served  in 
the  Legislature.  Hugh  D.  Downey*  of  the  class  of  1840,  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  of  Iowa.  Charles  A.  Brougher  of  the 
class  of  1846,  served  several  terms  as  Secretary  of  State  of  Missis¬ 
sippi.  J.  Marshall  Clement  of  the  class  of  1846,  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina.  Edward  McPherson  of 
the  class  of  1848,  served  two  terms  as  a  representative  in  Congress 
from  Pennsylvania,  eight  months  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Inter¬ 
nal  Revenue,  and  is  now  serving  his  fourth  term  as  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  U.  S.  George  C.  Maund  of  the  class  of 
1848,  served  one  year  in  the  Senate  of  Maryland  and  a  short  time 
as  States  Attorney  in  Baltimore  city.  John  E.  Smith  of  the  class 
of  1849,  has  been  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland, 
*  Deceased. 
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served  two  terms  in  the  Senate  of  that  State,  and  for  a  short  time 
was  President  Judge  of  the  district  in  which  lie  resides.  John  C. 
Badham*  of  the  class  of  1849,  served  for  three  years  as  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina.  J.  P.  Crocker  of  the  class  of 
1850,  has  been  twice  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of 
Virginia.  George  Eyster  of  the  class  of  1851,  served  one  term  as 
District  Attorney  of  Franklin  county,  and  is  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia.  And  William  B. 
McClellan*  of  the  class  of  1841,  and  George  H.  Spang  of  the  class 
of  1852  have  served  as  District  Attorneys  of  the  counties  of  Ad¬ 
ams  and  Bedford  respectively.

FtEV.  John  Heck  was  born  in  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  December  11 
1809.  For  several  years  lie  was  engaged  in  secular  business,  but  his  mind  having 
been  directed  to  the  Christian  ministry,  and  feeling  it  his  duty  to  prepare  for  this 
field  of  usefulness,  he  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  our  college,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  session  of  1833  and  was  graduated  in  1839.  After 
spending  two  years  in  professional  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  this 
place,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Maryland  at  its  ses¬ 
sion  in  1841.  He  commenced  his  ministry  as  pastor  of  the  Newville  charge, 
where  he  labored  three  years.  Thence,  lie  was  transferred  to  the  Waynesboro’ 
pastorate,  which  he  served  for  twelve  years.  In  1857  he  received  and  accepted  a 
call  to  Smithsburg,  Maryland,  where  he  remained  till  his  death.  He  died 
March  10th,  1861,  in  the  bright  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality. 

Mr.  Heck  was  a  man  of  eminent  piety,  an  earnest,  laborious,  faithful  minister 
of  the  gospel ;  and  in  every  field  of  labor  in  which  he  was  engaged,  as  well  as  in 
all  the  relations  of  life,  he  never  failed  to  concentrate  upon  himself  the  affection¬ 
ate  confidence,  and  abiding  friendship,  of  all  who  were  brought  in  contact  with 
him.  He  was  honored  with  many  public  and  private  trusts.  He  was  with  us  at 
our  last  Commencement  in  good  health,  and  with  unabated  interest  participated 
in  the  meetings  of  College  and  Seminary,  of  which  he  was  a  trustee  aud  director. 

Mr.  Heck  was  married  December  2,  1847,  to  Miss  Annie  Ziegler  of  Leitersburg, 
who,  with  five  children,  survives. 

Key.  Aaron  J.  Karn  was  born  in  Loudon  county,  Virginia,  August,  1820.  He 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1837,  and  was  graduated  at  the  Commencement 
in  1842.  After  a  course  of  Theological  instruction  in  our  Seminary,  he  received 
license  to  preach,  and  was  elected  pastov  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Canton, 
Ohio.  Here  lie  remained  about  three  years,  when  he  resigned  in  1848,  in  order  to 
take  charge  of  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  Savannah,  Georgia.  In  this  posi¬ 
tion  he  faithfully  labored,  enjoying  the  confidence  of  his  people,  and  the  whole 
community,  until  his  physical  strength  gave  way,  and  advancing  disease  com¬ 
pelled  him  to  suspend  the  exercise  of  his  office.  A  tour  to  foreign  lands  failed  to 
restore  his  health.  He  journeyed  through  France,  Italy,  Germany  and  Switzer¬ 
land,  but  fondly  turned  his  eyes  towards  his  native  country,  where  Providence 
mercifully  permitted  him  to  spend  his  last  days  among  ins  friends.  He  died  in 
the  full  possession  of  his  mental  powers,  December  19,  1860.  His  remains  were 
conveyed  from  Chicago,  to  Massilon,  Ohio,  and  buried  with  kindred  dust,  to 
await  the  call  to  resurrection  and  immortality. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Lucy  M.  Hank,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  December,  1849.  His 
wife  and  two  children  preceded  him  into  the  eternal  world.  One  child,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  eight  years,  is  still  living  to  mourn  the  loss  of  her  parents. 

Rev.  Cornelius  Nitterauer  was  born  in  Dauphin  county,  Pennsylvania, 
July  3, 1S26.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
in  1845,  and  was  graduated  in  1859.  He  pursued  his  Theological  studies  in  our 
Seminary,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
at  its  meeting  in  1852.  He  commenced  his  pastoral  labois  at  Dauphin.  Thence 
he  removed  to  New  Kingston,  and  subsequently  to  Blairsville,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  closed  his  earthly  pilgrimage.  He  died  May,  11, 1861,  in  the  35th  year  of 
his  age,  aud  the  10th  of  his  ministry. 
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Although  a  young  man,  Mr.  Nitterauer  had  made  some  progress  as  a  student 
in  the  department  of  Theology,  and  in  the  field  of  literature. 

Mr.  Nitterauer  was  married  May  5,  1857,  to  Miss  Mary  Kissinger,  of  New 
Kingston,  who,  with  two  children  survives. 

Rev.  Thomas  W.  Kemp,  son  of  Col.  Lewis  Kemp,  was  born  in  Frederick  coun¬ 
ty,  Maryland,  December  2, 1832.  His  childhood  and  youth  were  spent  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  where  he  enjoyed  the  best  advantages  for  mental  improve¬ 
ment.  In  his  fifteenth  year  he  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  College,  but  an  injury  which  he  sustained  from  an  accident,  led  to  his  tempo¬ 
rary  withdrawal  from  the  institution,  and  for  a  time,  he  continued  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  his  studies  in  Baltimore,  under  the  instruction  of  Dr.  Webster.  In  1851, 
he  returned  to  College  and  was  graduated  in  1853.  He  immediately  commenced 
his  Theological  course,  part  of  the  time  pursuing  his  studies  under  the  direction 
of  Drs.  Morris,  Seiss  and  Webster,  and  the  other  part  in  the  Theological  Semina¬ 
ry  at  Gettysburg.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Mary¬ 
land,  in  1855,  and  was,  for  a  season,  associated  with  Rev.  Dr.  Stork,  in  the  pasto¬ 
ral  work  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Philadelphia.  In  the  spring  of  1856,  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  take 
charge  of  a  mission  church  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  Here  he  labored  faithfully  and 
successfully  for  nearly  a  year,  when  the  climate,  proving  unfriendly  to  his  health, 
compelled  him  to  resign  his  position.  In  June,  1858,  he  sailed  for  Europe,  in  the 
hope  of  resuscitating  his  health.  Spending  the  summer,  autumn  and  winter  in 
Germany,  France  and  Switzerland,  early  in  the  spring  of  1859  he  passed  through 
Italy,  crossed  the  Mediterranean  into  Egypt,  thence  to  Palestine  and  other  coun¬ 
tries;  returning  again  to  Europe,  he  remained  for  some  time  at  the  University  at 
Berlin.  He  landed  in  New  York,  December,  1859.  On  his  return,  he  preached 
occasionally,  and  delivered  at  different  places,  lectures  on  the  Holy  Land,  with 
great  acceptance.  He  was  also  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a  narrative  of  his 
foreign  tour  for  publication,  which  work  was,  however,  never  completed.  On 
the  18th  of  September,  1861,  in  the  city  of  Frederick,  he  gently  passed  a  way. 

William  Reed  was  born  in  Lycoming  county,  Pennsylvania,  March  26, 1832. 
In  1846,  he  became  a  Christian,  and  ever  afterwards  gave  evidence  of  the  sincer¬ 
ity  of  his  profession.  Early  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  it  was  his  duty  t 
prepare  for  the  sacred  ministry  he  commenced  Iris  studies  in  Pennsylvania  Col¬ 
lege  in  1854,  and  completed  the  course  at  our  last  commencement.  He  soon  after 
took  charge  of  a  school  near  his  home,  with  the  expectation  of  returning  to  Get¬ 
tysburg  in  the  spring,  and  resuming  his  studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 
He  taught,  however ,  only  a  few  days.  He  was  suddenly  attacked  with  bilious 
colic,  which,  in  a  few  hours,  terminated  in  death.  He  died  November  2,  1860.

Both  were  in  the  military  service,  and  died  from  wounds  received  in  battle. 
One  was  in  the  Rebel,  the  other  in  the  Union  Army. 

John  C.  Badham  was  a  native  of  Edenton,  North  Carolina  and  entered  Penn¬ 
sylvania  College  in  1845,  and  graduated  in  1849.  Upon  graduation  he  pursued 
the  study  of  the  law  at  Ballston  Spa  and  subsequently  settled  in  his  native 
place.  He  soon  became  connected  with  political  affairs,  and  was  twice  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  for  one  term  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  North 
Carolina.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  he  entered  the  Rebel  service, 
and  the  newspapers  inform  us,  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Williamsburg,  in  May 
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last,  while  making  a  charge  upon  a  Union  battery,  with  the  Fifth  Regiment  of 
North  Carolina  State  troops,  of  which  he  was  Lieutenant  Colonel.  The  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  country  cut  us  off  from  all  details  as  to  his  previous  life,  or  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  his  death.  He  was  about  35  years  of  age  and  died  a  widower, 
without  children. 

Nesbitt  Baugher,  the  second  son  of  H.  L.  Baugher,  1).  D.,  President  of  Alma 
Mater,  was  born  Sept.  22, 1836.  Receiving  preliminary  instruction  at  home,  he 
entered  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1844  and  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1853.  He  studied  law  in  Gettysburg,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar,  Oct. 
26, 1857.  In  November  of  the  same  year,  he  removed  to  Warren,  Illinois,  where 
he  began  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  edited  a  newspaper  called  the  War¬ 
ren  Independent.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Galena,  and  in  connection  with 
H.  H.  Houghton,  edited  and  published  the  Daily  Advertiser  and  the  Weekly 
Northwestern  Gazette.  During  last  summer  he  responded  to  the  call  of  the 
government,  and  volunteering  in  its  service,  was  elected  First  Lieutenant  of  Co. 
B,  45th  Illinois  Regiment,  having  been  mustered  into  the  U.  S.  service  on  the  30th 
of  August,  1861.  He  was  in  the  field  thenceforward,  having  been  present  at  the 
surrender  of  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson.  He  commanded  his  company  at  the 
battle  of  Shiloh,  April  6th  last,  in  which  he  was  struck  seven  times  by  balls,  and 
badly  wounded  by  one  or  two.  He  remained  on  the  field  until  exhausted  by 
fatigue  and  suffering,  and  unable  to  stand.  He  was  at  length  carried  off  to  a  hos¬ 
pital,  and  thence  removed  to  Quincy,  Illinois,  where  he  remained  in  hospital, 
until  the  15th  of  May,  the  day  of  his  death.  His  body  was  brought  to  Gettysburg, 
and  buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  on  the  21st  of  May.  Our  young  friend,  as  a 
citizen,  was  intelligent,  energetic  and  high-toned  in  character,  and  had  a  prom¬ 
ising  future.  As  a  soldier,  he  was  patient,  faithful,  devoted  and  brave.  All  con¬ 
cur  in  bearing  this  testimony,  which  was  so  conspicuously  deserved  that  it  has 
already  been  recorded  upon  the  official  pages  of  Congressional  debate,  to  re¬ 
main  forever,  a  noble  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  died  unmarried.

Rev.  Frederick  Augustus  Muhlenberg  Keller  was  born  April  19, 1819,  at 
Carlisle,  Pennsylvania,  where  his  father,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Keller,  then  resided. 
Trained  under  the  faithful  influence  of  parental  imstruction  he  early  showed  a 
disposition  to  serve  the  Lord  in  the  Christian  ministry,  and  toward  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  this  object  his  education  was  directed.  He  entered  the  preparatory 
department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  autumn  of  1833  and  was  graduated  in 
1838.  His  Theological  studies  he  pursued  for  a  seaso  in  our  Seminary  and  after 
engaging  for  a  brief  period  in  the  work  of  teaching  at  Waynesboro’,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  he  was  licensed  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  at  its  sessionin  1842.  He  re¬ 
ceived  a  call  to  Trinity  Church,  Reading,  as  an  assistant  to  Rev.  Dr.  Miller. 
After  the  death  of  Dr.  Miller  in  1850,  St.  James  church  in  the  same  place  was  or¬ 
ganized,  of  which  he  became  the  pastor.  This  congregation  with  several  others 
in  the  vicinity  he  served  till  his  death.  Never  sparing  himself  in  the  service  of 
the  church,  and  denying  himself  the  relaxation  which  nature  seemed  to  require, 
he  contracted  disease  of  the  chest  which  baffled  medical  skill,  and  terminated 
his  labors  March  18, 1864. 
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Mr.  Keller's  life  was  one  of  great  purity,  earnestness  and  fidelity  in  the  gospel 
ministry.  He  was  ever  ready  to  abandon  comfort  and  even  peril  life  if  duty  re¬ 
quired  it,  as  was  illustrated  in  his  prompt  response  to  the  call  of  the  Governor  on 
the  occasion  of  the  threatened  invasion  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  fall  of  1862. 

Mr.  Keller  was  married  in  1848,  to  Susan  EL,  daughter  of  J.  V.  R.  Hunter  of 
Heading,  whom  he  survived  sixteen  years.  Two  children  still  remain  to  lament 
the  loss  of  their  beloved  parents. 

John  Schutzel  Cutter,  Esq.,  was  a  native  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  was 
born  in  the  year  1838.  He  received  his  preliminary  education  at  the  Washington 
Institute  whence,  at  the  suggestion  of  his  step-father,  Eev.  Dr.  Martin,  in  1850  he 
was  transferred  to  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  and  was 
graduated  in  1856.  For  a  brief  season  after  his  graduation  he  was  employed  as  a 
Private  Tutor.  Subsequently  he  entered  as  a  Law  Student  the  office  of  Messrs. 
Benedict  and  Boonman,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  spring  of  1859.  On 
the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  he  offered  his  services  to  the  Government  and 
in  1862  was  commissioned  as  Captain  of  one  of  the  companies  of  New  York  vol¬ 
unteers  (176th  Regiment. )  He  fell  mortally  wounded  at  the  capture  of  Bradshear 
City,  Louisiana,  whilst  bravely  leading  his  men  to  battle  on  the  23d  of  June,  1863. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  the  only  officer  of  the  Regiment,  who  attempted  any  re¬ 
sistance  to  the  enemy.  When  he  was  ordered  to  surrender,  he  coolly  replied,  “I 
know  no  such  word  as  surrender,”  and  almost  instantly  a  ball  struck  him  iu  the 
back  of  the  neck,  severing  the  jugular  vein.  The  Colonel  in  command  speaks  in 
high  terms  of  his  services  as  a  “brave  and  excellent  officer — a  great  favorite  with 
his  brother  officers  and  esteemed  and  loved  by  his  men.” 

Carl  D.  Ulery  was  born  in  the  kingdom  of  Prussia,  September  23,  1832. 
The  following  year  with  his  parents  he  immigrated  to  this  country.  In  early  life 
he  dedicated  himself  to  the  ministry.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of 
Alma  Mater  in  1852  and  with  some  interruptions  in  the  course  occasioned  in  part 
by  the  state  of  his  health,  was  graduated  in  1857.  After  pursuing  his  profession¬ 
al  studies  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburg  at  its  meeting  in 
1859.  He  immediately  commenced  his  labors  as  a  Home  Missionary  at  Bir¬ 
mingham,  in  which  work  he  continued  till  1861,  when  he  received  and  accept¬ 
ed  a  call  to  the  Lionville  charge,  Chester  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  this  field 
of  labor  he  was  faithfully  laboring,  when  disease  completely  prostrated  his  sys¬ 
tem.  His  health,  never  very  vigorous,  suffered  by  exposure  incident  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  he  rendered  when,  in  obedience  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  he 
united  with  the  military  of  the  State  to  repel  the  invasion  of  our  border.  His  ill¬ 
ness  he  bore  with  great  patience  and  meekness.  He  died  of  hemorrhage  of  the 
lungs,  November  7, 1862. 

John  IV.  Croll  was  born  in  York  county,  January  4, 1838.  Conscientious  and 
exemplary  from  youth  he  was  early  awakened  to  a  concern  in  reference  to  his 
spiritual  interests,  and  was  received  into  the  church  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Eev.  Dr.  Lochman.  He  commenced  his  preparatory  studies  in  the  York  county 
Academy  under  the  instructions  of  G.  W.  Ruby,  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of 
Alma  Mater  in  the  fall  of  1858  and  was  graduated  in  1862.  With  the  beginning  of 
the  winter  session  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary  and  was  pursuing  his 
studies  with  great  industry  and  zeal  when  he  was  attacked  with  typhoid  fever  of 
which  he  died  December  7,  1862.

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Dr.  Schock  was  born  March  16, 1816,  in  Berks  county,  Pennsylvania.  While 
he  was  very  young,  his  parents,  Valentine  anil  Elizabeth  Schock,  removed  to 
Cumberland  county,  where  he  remained,  having  such  advantages  as  his  parents’ 
limited  means  permitted,  until  the  year  1833,  when  he  entered  the  preparatory 
department.  Upon  graduation,  he  was  appointed  a  Tutor  in  the  preparatory 
department,  in  which  he  served  during  1810  and  1811,  meanwhile  studying  Theol¬ 
ogy  privately.  In  the  fall  of  1811,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of 
West  Pennsylvania.  His  first  charge  was  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  where  his 
success  was  most  decided.  He  removed  thence  to  Chambersburg,  and  a  few 
years  since  to  the  city  of  New  York,  where  he  was  engaged  as  pastor  of  St. 
James  church,  at  the  time  of  his  mysterious  disappearance  last  fall.  His  mind 
having  been  somewhat  disturbed  as  a  result  of  physical  infirmity,  it  is  feared  that 
he  put  an  end  to  his  existence.  No  trace  of  him  lias  been  found  since  October  29, 
the  day  he  left  his  boarding-house,  with  the  supposed  purpose  of  visiting  New 
Haven. 

Dr.  Schock,  in  early  life,  joined  the  Lutheran  church  in  Cumberland  county, 
of  which  Rev.  Samuel  Keller  was  pastor.  He  received  the  Doctorate  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania  College  in  1863.  He  died  unmarried. 

Calvin  S.  Walker  was  born  in  Washingtonville,  Columbia  county  (now  Mon¬ 
tour,)  Pennsylvania,  October  13,  1838;  entered  college  in  1855  and  graduated  in 
1857.  He  was  married  August  11,  1862  to  Miss  Jenny  G.  Black,  and  died  Febru¬ 
ary  2, 1865.  One  child,  a  daughter,  survived  him. 

He  adopted  Teaching  as  a  profession,  and  was  establishing  an  Academy  for 
boys  in  Paradise,  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

Rev.  Albert  Fueling  was  the  son  of  Henry  Albert  and  Anna  Mary  Ebeling, 
and  was  born  in  the  Kingdom  of  Hanover,  Germany,  February  12,  1839,  and 
reached  this  country,  June  11, 1848.  He  took  a  preparatory  course  of  instruction 
in  Washington  city,  and  entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1858,  graduating  in  1862. 
He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Maryland,  in 
Taneytown,  August,  1863;  but  being  in  feeble  health,  did  not  incur  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  a  pastoral  charge.  He  was  employed  in  the  Quartermaster’s  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  government  at  Washington  city,  and  preached,  as  he  had  opportuni¬ 
ty,  in  surrounding  churches,  camps  and  hospitals.  He  was  also  actively  connect¬ 
ed  with  St.  Paul’s  church  and  Sunday  School,  of  which  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler  is  pas¬ 
tor.  He  died  February  22, 1865.

Rev.  William  D.  Rcedel  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Pennsylvania,  January  1, 
1829.  His  parents  were  Jacob  and  Justina  Ruedel.  He  entered  Pennsylvania 
College  in  the  fall  of  1845,  and  was  graduated  in  1848.  He  at  once  entered  upon 
Theological  study,  and  served  for  a  year  in  charge  of  a  Missionary  enterprize  in 
Pittsburgh,  in  1850.  In  October  1851,  he  became  pastor  of  Lower  Merion  congre¬ 
gation,  where  he  remained  till  August,  1855.  He  then  removed  to  Wytheville, 
Virginia,  as  President  of  Wytheville  Female  College,  where  he  remained  till 
death,  December  12, 1865.  On  the  24th  of  March,  1852,  he  married  Miss  Jose¬ 
phine  Forney  of  Gettysburg,  who  survives. 
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Rev.  Daniel  Garver,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Margaret  Garver,  was  born  in 
Washington  co.,  Md.,  Jan.  9, 1830,  but  his  parents  removed  to  Scotland,  Franklin 
county,  Pennsylvania,  when  he  was  two  years  old.  He  entered  the  preparatory 
department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  spring  of  1845,  and  was  graduated  in 
the  fall  of  1850.  He  at  once  began  the  study  of  Theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Get¬ 
tysburg,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  in  June  1852  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  in  Illinois 
University  at  Springfield,  and  he  occupied  the  position  for  three  years.  After 
spending  some  time  in  exploring  the  churches  in  Iowa  and  Minnesota,  he  sup¬ 
plied,  for  about  one  year,  a  Missionary  church  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  returned 
to  Pennsylvania  in  the  fall  of  1856.  In  the  spring  of  1857,  he  started  on  an  exten¬ 
sive  foreign  tour,  extending  one  year.  During  the  summer  of  1858,  he  supplied 
Rev.  Dr.  Sadtler’s  pulpit  at  Easton,  and  during  the  winter  lectured  on  the  Holy 
Laud  for  the  benefit  of  Illinois  University.  In  1859  he  took  charge  of  the  Luther¬ 
an  church  at  Canton,  Ohio,  where  lie  labored  for  two  years  and  a  half.  Thence 
he  removed  to  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  of  typhoid  fever,  Sep¬ 
tember  30, 1865,  very  much  lamented.  He  was  married  June  3,  1858,  to  Emma 
Virginia,  daughter  of  Thomas  B.  Miller  of  Bedford,  Pennsylvania,  who  with 
three  children  survives. 

Rev.  Adam  Long  was  born  in  Clarion  county,  Pennsylvania,  and  early  mani¬ 
fested  a  desire  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  He  was  received  into  full  commu¬ 
nion  in  the  church,  in  1843.  His  preparatory  education  was  obtained  in  Clarion, 
and  Zelienople.  He  entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1850and  was  graduatedin  1854. 
II  e  completed  his  Theological  studies  at  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  soon 
after  his  licensure  went  to  India  as  a  Missionary  where  he  died  after  a  compara¬ 
tively  short  service.  The  Committee  regret  their  inability  to  obtain  more  partic¬ 
ulars  concerning  Mr.  Long’s  life  and  death. 

Rev.  John  A.  Kreitzer  was  born  January  1,  1834,  in  Lebanon  county,  Pa., 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1854,  and  was  graduated  in  1858.  In  the  fall 
of  that  year  he  moved  to  Texas,  residing  in  Alleytown,  and  Columbus  where  he 
died. 

Rev.  Franklin  B.  Wolf  was  born  in  Rebersburg,  Centre  county,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  and  worked  on  a  farm  till  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age.  He  enjoyed  only 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  that  section,  after  which  he  attended 
an  Academy  at  Mifflinburg,  teaching  a  common  school  during  the  winter,  and 
attending  the  Academy  during  the  summer.  He  entered  the  preparatory  depart¬ 
ment  of  Pennsylvania  College,  and  was  graduated  in  1859.  After  graduation  he 
opened  an  Academy  at  Littlestown,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained  till  1863, 
when  by  reason  of  the  Rebel  invasion  he  closed  the  Academy  and  joined  the 
company  of  students  who  enlisted  for  military  service  to  repel  the  invasion. 
During  the  fall  of  1863  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  West  Pennsylvania  Syn¬ 
od.  He  served  in  the  Christian  Commission,  in  New  Orleans,  and  Brownsville, 
Texas,  and  in  the  fall  of  1864  was  elected  Chaplain  of  the  94th  Illinois  volunteers. 
During  service  in  the  extreme  South,  he  contracted  fatal  disease,  and  died  at  his 
mother’s  home,  October  7,  1865,  in  the  32d  year  of  his  age. 

Rev.  Abraham  H.  Groii  was  born  September  19, 1838,  in  Berks  county,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  but  his  parents  removed  when  he  was  quite  young,  to  Myerstown,  Leb¬ 
anon  county.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
in  the  fall  of  1855,  and  was  graduated  in  1860.  He  at  once  entered  the  Seminary, 
where  he  remained  till  1862,  after  which  time  he  was  received  as  a  member  of  the 
Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  in  session  at  Allentown.  His  first  charge  was  in 
Monroe  county,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  labored  for  two  years.  He  then  remov¬ 
ed  to  Montgomery  county,  but  within  a  year  died  at  his  mother’s  home,  January 
10,  1866.  His  disease  was  consumption. 

Rev.  F.  Adam  Fair  was  born  in  Carroll  county,  Maryland,  but  moved  at  an 
early  age  to  Iowa.  In  1853,  he  united  with  St.  Peter's  Evangelical  Lutheran  church, 
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in  Baltimore  county,  Maryland,  then  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hauer,  and  soon 
after  devoted  himself  to  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  died  at 
Agency  City,  Iowa.

Rev.  William  Henry  Harrison,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Frederick  county,  Mary¬ 
land,  January  12, 1819.  For  several  years  after  leaving  school  he  was  engaged  in 
mechanical  labor,  but  in  the  18th  year  of  his  age  having  made  a  public  profession 
of  his  faith  he  was  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  his  obligation  to  devote  him¬ 
self  to  the  Christian  ministry.  He  entered  upon  a  course  of  preparatory  study  for 
the  work  in  Pennsylvania  College,  in  the  autumn  of  1838  and  was  graduated  in 
1843.  He  immediately  commenced  his  theological  studies  in  our  Seminary- 
teaching  at  the  same  time,  an  hour  or  two  a  day  in  the  Oakridge  Academy— and 
was  licensed  to  preach  in  1845.  He  was  the  same  fall  elected  Assistant  Professor 
of  Ancient  Languages,  and  appointed  General  Agent  of  the  Parent  Education 
Society,  with  the  understanding  that  one  half  of  the  year  be  devoted  to  each  in¬ 
terest.  But  the  following  year  he  resigned  both  positions,  thinking  that  he  could 
be  more  useful  to  the  church  in  the  great  work  to  which  he  had  devoted  his  life. 
He  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  First  English  Lutheran  church  in  Cincin¬ 
nati.  There  his  whole  ministerial  life— a  period  of  twenty-one  years— was  spent, 
and  although  comparatively  a  young  man  when  he  died,  he  was  the  Senior  Pas¬ 
tor  of  the  city.  During  his  ministry  about  five  hundred  were  received  into  the  com¬ 
munion  of  the  church.  He  was  regarded  as  a  model  Pastor,  devoted  to  his  mis¬ 
sion  and  exhausting  his  time  and  strength  in  the  service  to  whicli  he  was  called. 
During  the  visitation  of  the  cholera  his  toilsome  labors  were  witnessed  not  only 
in  his  own  congregation  but  among  all  classes  of  the  community.  While  dis¬ 
charging  his  duties  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  terrible  epidemic,  and  calmly  passed  to 
his  rest,  November  3, 1866.  Dr.  Harrison’s  sterling  qualities  always  inspired  con¬ 
fidence  and  commended  him  to  the  respect  and  affections  of  the  world.  Interest¬ 
ed  in  every  effort  to  do  good,  as  a  Commissioner  for  ten  years  of  Public  Schools 
in  Cincinnati,  as  a  Director  of  Wittenberg  College  for  twenty-one  years,  and  in 
every  position  in  which  he  was  called  to  act,  his  power  was  felt.  In  1861  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  honorary  degree  of  I).  D.,  from  Wittenberg  College,  Springfield,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Harrison  was  married  November  24, 1846,  to  Miss  Sarah  A.,  daughter  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Winwood,  of  Springfield.  He  was  the  father  of  ten  children,  and  eights 
of  them  remain  to  lament  their  irreparable  loss. 

Robert  Goodloe  Harper,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  May  12, 
1832.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1843, 
and  was  graduated  at  the  commencement  in  1850,  one  of  eighteen,  six  of  whom 
have  already  passed  into  the  eternal  world,  the  last  class  graduated  under  the 
administration  of  Dr.  Krauth.  After  his  graduation,  Mi’.  Harper  was,  for  a  sea¬ 
son,  connected  with  the  Post  Office,  as  chief  clerk,  in  Chicago,  and  subsequently 
held  the  same  position  at  Galena,  Illinois.  On  returning  to  his  native  place,  he 
commenced  the  study  of  law,  but  having  been  invited  to  take  charge  of  a  School, 
he  removed  to  Howard  county,  Maryland,  where  he  continued  in  the  service,  up¬ 
wards  of  ten  years,  till  the  time  of  his  death.  He  died  of  Bronchial  Consumption, 
at  Dayton,  Maryland,  January  13, 1867.  His  remains  were  brought  to  Gettysburg, 
and  interred  in  Evergreen  Cemetery.  Mr.  Harper  died  unmarried. 

Hon.  Hugh  D.  Downey  was  born  January  18, 1819,  near  Waynesboro’,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  He  commenced  his  collegiate  studies  at  Marshall  College,  Mercers- 
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burg,  Pennsylvania,  but  transferred  his  home  to  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  fall 
of  1837,  entering  the  Sophomore  class.  He  was  graduated  with  the  Valedictory 
of  his  class  in  1840.  He  immediately  commenced  his  legal  studies  in  Chambers- 
burg  under  the  direction  of  Judge  Chambers.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in 
1842,  and  removed  to  the  West.  He  settled  in  Iowa  City  where  he  continued  to 
reside  till  his  death.  In  1845  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  State  Senate  The 
City  Republican  says  in  a  commemorative  notice,  “He  was  one  of  our  earliest 
and  most  prominent  business  men.  He  acted  a  very  conspicuous  part  as  a  citi¬ 
zen  of  our  town.”  Talented,  generous  and  high  minded,  honorable  in  all  his 
business  transactions,  he  was  very  generally  beloved.  He  died  September  26, 1867.

Rev.  Frederick  R.  Anspach,  D.  IX,  was  born  in  Centre  county,  Pennsylvania, 
January,  1815.  In  early  life  impressed  with  the  idea  that  it  was  his  duty  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  the  Christian  ministry  he  commenced  his  preparatory  studies  at  the 
Academy,  near  his  home,  and  was  thence  in  1835  transferred  to  Pennsylvania  Col¬ 
lege.  He  was  graduated  in  1839  with  the  Valedictory  of  his  class.  That 
same  autumn  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary,  but  his  health  failing  him, 
he  did  not  remain  to  complete  the  prescribed  course .  He  was  very  soon  licensed 
to  preach  and  commenced  his  ministry,  as  Pastor  of  the  united  churches  of  Bar¬ 
ren  Hill  and  Whitemarsh,  Montgomery  county,  Pennsylvania,  where  for  many 
years  he  labored  with  great  fidelity  and  success.  In  1850,  he  received  and  accept¬ 
ed  a  call  to  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  ministered  to  that  large  congregation  for 
four  years,  greatly  at  the  expense  of  his  physical  powers.  In  1857  he  removed  to 
Baltimore,  and  became  one  of  the  editors  and  proprietors  of  the  Lutheran  Ob¬ 
server.  From  this  position  he  retired  in  1861.  He  was  elected  the  first  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Newberry  College,  South  Carolina,  but  in  consequence  of  the  impaired 
state  of  his  health,  he  declined  the  offer,  it  is  said,  “much  to  the  regret  of  its 
founders  and  patrons.”  His  health  continued  to  decline,  so  that  he  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  retire  from  all  public  and  official  service  in  the  church.  The  greater 
part  of  his  time  he  spent  on  his  farm  in  Anne  Arundel  county  at  West  River, 
filling  the  pulpit  of  brethren  in  the  neighborhood  when  occasion  re¬ 
quired  and  his  health  permitted.  He  died  in  Baltimore,  September  16,  1867.  In 
his  earlier  ministry,  Dr.  Anspach  was  regarded  as  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
pulpit  power.  If  disease  had  not  so  completely  prostrated  his  nervous  system, 
he  might  have  risen  to  the  highest  distinction  in  the  church.  He  received  in  1857 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works,  which  were  favorably  received  by  the  public :  “The 
Sepulchres  of  our  Departed,”  published  in  1854;  “The  Sons  of  the  Sires,”  in  1855; 
“The  Pilgrims,”  in  1857 ;  and  of  occasional  Discourses,  published  at  the  request 
of  those  vvho  heard  them  delivered. 

Dr.  Anspach  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Tilly  Rhinehardt,  of 
Shepherdstown,  Virginia.  From  this  union  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
remain.  His  second  wife  was  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Gale  of  West  River.  The  widow, 
with  two  daughters  from  this  marriage  survives. 

Rev.  Wm.  A.  Kopp  was  born  at  Emmittsburg,  Maryland,  October  11,  1820. 
Early  In  life  he  dedicated  himself  to  the  Lord,  and  determined  to  prepare  for  his 
service  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  With  this  view  he  entered  the  prepara- 
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tory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1837,  and  was  graduated  in  1843- 
After  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  he  received  license 
to  preach  from  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  in  1845.  His  first  charge  em¬ 
braced  the  three  congregations  of  St.  Thomas,  Loudon  and  McConnellsburg.  In 
1848  he  resigned  part  of  the  field,  removed  his  home  to  McConnellsburg  and  added 
Little  Cove  to  the  charge.  In  1850,  he  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Johns¬ 
town  Gymnasium  as  Principal,  connecting  with  his  school  duties  several  preach¬ 
ing  places  in  the  vicinity.  But  under  the  pressure  of  pastoral  labor,  his  health, 
never  very  vigorous,  gradually  failed  him.  He  was  successively  located  at  Blairs- 
ville,  Schellsburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  Martinsburg,  Virginia.  At  the  last  place, 
he  suffered  from  a  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs,  which  unfitted  him  for  pastoral  la¬ 
bor.  He  resigned  the  charge  and  went  to  York,  Pennsylvania,  where  for  a  sea¬ 
son,  he  engaged  in  the  work  of  Colporteur.  On  the  improvement  of  his  health, 
in  1859  he  resumed  the  pastoral  work  and  took  charge  of  the  New  Kingston  pas¬ 
torate,  Cumberland  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  1864  he  resigned  the  position,  in 
order  to  aceept  an  appointment,  as  Professor  of  English  in  Augustana  Seminary, 
Paxton,  Illinois.  Here  he  continued  faithfully  to  labor,  until  his  physical 
strength  gave  way  and  advancing  disease  compelled  him  to  suspend  the  exercise 
of  his  office.  In  the  summer  of  1867  he  transferred  his  home  to  Phillipsburg, 
Pennsylvania,  and  so  far  as  his  strength  permitted  gave  instruction  in  Thiel 
Hall.  As  his  end  approached  he  gave  the  most  minute  directions  in  reference  to 
his  secular  interests  and  with  parting  counsels  to  his  family,  calmly  and  peace¬ 
fully  passed  to  his  rest,  March  23,  1868. 

Mr.  Kopp  was  married  September  10, 1846  to  Miss  Harriet  B.  Little,  of  Gettys- 
bufg,  by  whom  he  had  six  children,  three  of  whom  are  living.  She  died  in  1857. 
The  following  year  he  married  Miss  Susan  Strickler  of  York,  Pennsylvania. 
From  this  union  there  were  three  children,  two  of  whom,  with  their  mother,  still 
survive. 

Henky  C.  Eckert,  M.  1).,  was  born  at  Hanover,  Pennsylvania,  November  7, 
1821.  He  subsequently  with  his  parents  removed  to  Littlestown,  and  having 
there  enjoyed  the  usual  educational  facilities,  in  1840  he  entered  the  preparatory 
deparment  of  Alma  Mater  and  was  graduated  in  1846.  He  studied  Medicine 
with  Dr.  Shorb  of  Littlestown,  and  in  1848,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  from  the 
Medical  Department  of  Pennsylvania  College.  He  located  in  his  native  place, 
and  remained  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  until  his  death,  which  was  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  ossification  of  his  heart,  August  20, 1867.  Dr.  Eckert  was  a  success¬ 
ful  practitioner,  and  was  highly  esteemed  for  his  many  excellent  traits  of  char¬ 
acter,  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  He  died  in  the  faith  and  has  gone  to 
his  reward.  He  was  married  on  the  11th  of  May,  1854,  to  Miss  Sarah  L.  Leas. 
The  widow  and  four  children  are  left  to  mourn  their  irreparable  loss. 

Kev.  Solomon  J.  Berlin  was  born  in  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania,  May  29,  1831. 
He  received  his  preparatory  education  at  the  Saltzburg  Academy,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1856  came  to  Gettysburg.  He  was  graduated  in  1858.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Term  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary.  During  a  part  of  his 
course  he  was  engaged  as  a  Tutor  in  the  preparatory  department  of  Alma  Mater. 
In  1860  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh.  The 
first  three  months  of  his  ministry,  he  preached  as  a  supply  for  the  Lutheran 
church  at  Altoona.  His  first  regular  charge  was  Williamsburg,  Pennsylvania, 
upon  the  duties  of  which  he  entered  January  1,  1861.  At  tiie  expiration  of  the 
first  year’s  service,  he  was  compelled  to  resign  his  position  in  consequence  of  im¬ 
paired  health  occasioned  by  severe  labor  and  exposure  to  the  inclemencies  of  the 
weather.  After  a  respite  of  several  months  from  labor,  he  took  charge  of  the 
Duncansville  pastorate,  where  he  labored  with  great  fidelity  for  three  years. 
Thence,  in  the  hope  of  resuscitating  his  health,  he  removed  to  Bedford  and  be¬ 
came  Principal  of  the  Academy.  Disappointed  in  his  expectations  he  repaired 
to  Whitehall  and  again  rested  from  labor  till  the  autumn  of  1865.  His  health  be- 
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coming  partially  restored  he  accepted  a  call  to  Williamsport,  Maryland,  but  he 
was  soon  again  prostrated  by  an  attack  of  fever  and  ague.  Supposing  that  a 
change  of  location  would  be  an  advantage,  in  1867  he  removed  to  Tremont,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  but  the  work  was  greater  than  his  physical  system  could  bear.  His 
health  continuing  feeble,  in  the  course  of  a  very  brief  period  he  was  forced  to  re¬ 
linquish  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He  died  February  6,  1868,  in  the  full 
faith  and  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality.  He  was  stricken  down  in  the  vigor  of 
manhood,  and  taken  to  the  Father  he  had  so  earnestly  and  faithfully  served. 
Mr.  Berlin  was  married  to  Miss  Martha  E.  Kobinson,  of  Whitehall,  who,  with  one 
child,  still  lives. 

Rev.  John  W.  Ebekt  was  born  February  2, 1831,  near  Greencastle,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia.  Having  made  a  public  profession  of  religion  he  was  deeply  impressed  with 
a  sense  of  his  obligation  to  devote  himself  to  the  Christian  ministry.  He  com¬ 
menced  his  classical  studies  in  the  preparatory  department  of  the  college  in  1853, 
and  was  graduated  in  1859.  He  entered  the  Seminary  the  same  year,  and  having 
received  license  to  preach  the  gospel  from  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  com¬ 
menced  his  labors  as  Home  Missionary  in  Venango  county,  Pennsylvania.  He 
subsequently  took  charge  of  a  congregation  at  Oassville.  In  1865  he  removed  to 
the  State  of  Iowa,  and  for  a  season,  assisted  in  teaching  in  Fairfield  College ;  he 
afterwards  accepted  a  call  to  the  Marysville  charge  which  he  faithfully  served 
till  the  spring  of  1867.  From  this  point  he  went  to  Russell  Station,  and  there 
taught  and  preached.  Whilst  engaged  in  this  field  of  labor— his  physical  powers 
being  overtaxed — he  was  attacked  with  typhoid  fever,  and  closed  his  earthly 
pilgrimage  November  17, 1867.  His  death  caused  sincere  sorrow  in  the  communi¬ 
ty,  for  whose  spiritual  improvement  he  was  faithfully  laboring.  He  was  married 
April  30, 1863,  to  Miss  Maggie  Rupert  of  Huntingdon  county,  Pennsylvania.  With 
one  child  the  widow  still  remains. 

Thaddeus  Stevens  Warren  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Warren  and 
was  born  at  the  Caledonia  Iron  Works,  Adams  county,  Pennsylvania,  February 
12, 1839.  Having  passed  his  earlier  studies  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Gettysburg, 
he  was  transferred  to  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1853. 
He  was  successful  as  a  student  and  graduated  in  1859.  On  leaving  College  he  en¬ 
gaged  fora  season  in  the  business  of  teaching,  having  charge  of  schools  in  Ben- 
dersville  and  East  Berlin.  Having  been  appointed  to  a  Clerkship  in  the  Treas¬ 
ury  Department,  he  removed  to  Washington,  where  he  died,  April  18, 1868.  Mr. 
Warren  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Catharine  Thirst,  the  second 
Jane  Hildebrand.  He  was  the  father  of  two  children,  one  of  whom  is  still  living.

Mr.  Bassler  was  born  in  the  canton  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  came  when  a 
child  to  this  country,  with  his  parents  who  settled  in  Harmony,  Pennsylvania. 
His  early  years  were  spent  in  a  printing  office  in  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania.  He 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1836,  and  was  graduated  in  1810.  He  spent  one 
year  m  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of 
West  Pennsylvania,  in  1842.  He  served  as  Tutor  in  the  College  in  the  collegiate 
year  1842.  He  performed  missionary  labor  for  several  years,  and  in  1854  took 
charge  of  the  Orphans’  Home  at  Zelienople.  He  died  in  Pittsburgh,  October  3, 
1868. 
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Dr.  Diehl  was  born  near  Greencastle,  Pennsylvania,  in  1819.  He  entered  Col¬ 
lege  in  1841,  and  was  graduated  in  1844.  He  studied  Theology  in  the  Seminary. 
He  went  to  Wittenberg  College  as  Tutor  in  1846,  and  subsequently  became  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Ancient  Languages.  He  died  April  10,  1869.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by  Wittenberg  College  in  1868. 

Mr.  Gotwald,  son  of  Rev.  D.  Gotwald,  was  born  at  York  Springs,  Adams 
county,  November  10, 1836.  He  entered  College  in  the  fall  of  1857,  and  was  grad¬ 
uated  in  1860.  He  studied  Theology  in  the  Seminary  and  was  ordained  to  the 
Ministry  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1863.  He  served  as  Tutor  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  in  1860-’61.  and  1861-62.  His  first  charge  was  Emmittsburg,  Maryland.  In 

1866,  he  was  called  to  St.  John’s,  Lancaster,  where  he  died  June  9, 1869. 

Mr.  Blyholder  was  born  in  Armstrong  county,  Pennsylvania,  June  19, 1843, 
entered  the  Junior  Class  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1865,  and  was  graduated  in 

1867.  The  same  fall  he  repaired  to  Philadelphia  to  study  Theology,  and  died,  De¬ 
cember  27,  1868,  while  pursuing  his  studies.

OBITUARY  REPORT  OF  1870. 

Rev.  Henry  Samuel  Koons,  of  the  class  of  1849,  is  the  only  deceased  Alumnus 
for  this  year.  He  was  born  in  York  county,  June  12, 1828.  His  preparatory  stud¬ 
ies  he  pursued  in  the  York  Academy  and  entered  the  Sophomore  class  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  College  in  the  autumn  of  1846.  He  was  graduated  in  1849  with  the  Latin 
Salutatory,  and  at  once  commenced  his  Theological  studies  in  the  Seminary. 
He  was  licensed  in  the  fall  of  1851,  and  immediately  took  charge  of  congregations 
in  Bedford  county.  Here  he  labored  for  more  than  a  year,  but  in  consequence  of 
impaired  health  and  with  an  affection  of  the  throat  which  incapacitated  him  for 
public  speaking  he  was  compelled  to  abandon  the  pastoral  work.  He  therefore 
resigned  his  position  and  took  charge  of  an  Academy  in  Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 
In  1853  he  accepted  a  call  to  Gettysburg  and  taught  in  the  preparatory  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  College,  till  the  spring  of  1857.  Thence  he  removed  to  Pine  Grove, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  engaged  about  three  years  in  teaching.  In  1860  he 
opened  a  classical  school  at  Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  With  great  assiduity  he 
continued  his  work,  till  within  a  week  of  his  death.  He  died  of  pulmonary  dis¬ 
ease  in  Gettysburg,  December  15, 1869,  in  the  42d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  mar¬ 
ried  September  23, 1852,  to  Miss  Caroline  E.  Buehler,  of  Gettysburg.  His  son,  and 
only  child,  G.  S.  Morris,  preceded  him  ten  years  to  the  eternal  world.

The  name  of  William  B.  McClellan,  Esq.,  was  accidentally  omitted  from  the 
Obituary  Report  of  1863  &  1864.  He  was  born  in  Gettysburg.  March  9, 1822 ;  for  a 
time  attended  an  Academy  in  Bedford,  Pennsylvania ;  entered  Pennsylvania 
College  in  1836  and  was  graduated  1841,  with  the  Latin  Salutatory.  He  studied 
law  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  January,  1845.  He  was  elected  District  At¬ 
torney  for  the  county  of  Adams  in  1856  and  1859,  having  previously  served  in  a 
similar  capacity  by  appointment.  He  was  twice  married,  and  died  May  6,  1863, 
of  pulmonary  disease,  leaving  one  child. 


DEATH  OF  CHARLES  PHILIP  KRAUTH,  D.  D.,  AND 
HENRY  LEWIS  BAUGHER,  D.  D. 

During  the  last  decade  Alma  Mater  has  been  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  Rev.  Drs.  Krauth  and  Baugher,  the  first  and  sec¬ 
ond  President.  The  appended  sketches  by  Prof.  Stoever,  read 
at  the  appropriate  annual  meetings,  are  properly  a  part  of  this  re¬ 
port: 

Charles  Philip  Krauth,  D.  D.  Our  record  would  be'  incomplete  without 
some  reference  to  the  death  of  him  who  has  passed  away  since  our  last  annual 
gathering— the  first  and  for  seventeen  years,  President  of  the  Alma  Mater,  the 
friend,  the  counsellor  and  guide  of  our  youth,  whose  parting  words  many  of  us  re¬ 
ceived  as  we  entered  upon  the  active  scenes  of  life,  and  whose  pure  example  and 
holy  teachings  have  ever  followed  us  and  been  over  us  a  power  for  good. 

Charles  Philip  Krauth  was  the  second  son  of  Thomas  J.  and  Catharine  Krauth, 
and  was  born  in  Montgomery  county,  Pennsylvania,  May  7,  1797.  Originally  de¬ 
signed  for  the  medical  profession,  in  the  preparation  for  which  he  had  made 
some  progress,  a  higher  than  human  power  had  set  him  aside  for  a  more  import¬ 
ant  work  in  the  service  of  Him  whose  authority  over  his  heart  and  life  he  had 
not  yet  acknowledged.  But  when  he  was  subsequently  brought  under  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  divine  truth  he  felt  that  “Wo  was  unto  him  if  he  preached  not  the  gospel." 
He  studied  theology  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Ur.  Schaffer  of  Frederick,  and 
Rev.  A.  Reck  of  Winchester.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1819,  and  immediate¬ 
ly  accepted  a  call  to  the  Martinsburg  charge.  Thence  he  was  transferred  to 
Philadelphia  as  pastor  of  St.  Mathew’s  church.  There  he  labored  with  great  ac¬ 
ceptance  and  success  till  1833,  when  he  was  elected  Professor  in  the  Institutions 
at  Gettysburg.  In  the  spring  of  1834  he  was  chosen  President  of  Alma  Mater, 
the  duties  of  which  he  faithfully  discharged  till  the  autumn  of  1850,  during  the 
most  of  the  time  also  giving  instruction  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  His  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  college  he  resigned  with  the  view  of  devoting  himself  entirely  to  his 
dut,es  in  the  Seminary.  He  heard  recitations  until  within  a  week  of  his  death 
He  died  in  the  harness,  May  30,  1867,  and  was,  like  a  shock  of  grain,  fully  ripe, 
gathered  into  the  Heavenly  Father’s  garner.  His  last  utterances  were  those  of 
calmness  and  of  perfect  peace.  No  additional  testimony  of  his  faith  in  Jesus  and 
his  assurance  of  a  blessed  resurrection  is  required,  for  his  whole  life  had  been  an 
uninterrupted  course  of  devotion  to  truth  and  humanity. 

Dr.  Krauth  was  one  of  the  purest  and  best  men  that  ever  lived.  One  more 
faithful,  more  affectionate,  more  able,  better  in  the  entire  consecration  of  his 
gifts  and  graces,  has  never  been  given  to  the  church. 

“His  chief  delight 

Was  in  his  Master’s  service. .  .His  zeal  involved 
No  element  of  self— nor  knew  a  tinge 
Of  bigot  bitterness.” 

He  is  worthy  to  be  held  in  grateful,  faithful,  perpetual  remembrance. 

“That  noble  brow 

So  marked  with  intellect,  so  clear  with  truth”— 

“That  mind  so  rich 

With  varied  learning  and  with  classic  lore”— 

“That  feeling  heart,  instinct  with  sympathy”— 

“That  earnest  voice 
With  themes  of  import  to  the  undying  soul, 

Enforced  by  power  of  fervid  eloquence.” 

He  will  be  remembered  when  some  of  us  shall  be  no  more.  He  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  when  some  who  are  now  young  shall  have  grown  old.  His  grave  will  al¬ 
ways  be  a  hallowed  spot.  Being  dead  he  will  continue  to  speak,  and  with  a  voice 
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that  will  be  powerful  to  restrain  from  evil,  and  encourage  in  goodness.  His  in¬ 
fluence  in  the  lives  of  others  will  be  felt  till  the  end  of  time.  He  who  hath  a  firm 
abode  above  the  stars  needs  not  our  mortal  praise. 

“Still  may  his  children  mourn,  may  freshly  keep 
The  transcript  of  his  life,  may  praise  their  God 
For  what  he  was  and  is,  not  wrongly  ask 
‘When  shall  we  look  upon  his  like  again.’  ” 

As  we  think  of  him,  of  what  he  has  been  to  us,  and  that  this  intercourse,  on 
this  side  of  the  grave,  is  ended,  the  feeling  swells  in  the  heart  and  rises  to  the 
lips — 

“Would  I  had  loved  him  more!” 

Henry  Lewis  Baugher,  1).  D.  A  year  ago  our  record  was  considered  incom¬ 
plete  without  some  reference  to  the  death  of  the  first  President  of  Alma  Mater , 
who  had  passed  away  during  the  interval  of  our  annual  convocation.  On  this 
occasion  we  are  called  to  record  the  death  of  the  Second  President  of  the  College, 
who  filled  the  office  for  nearly  eighteen  years  and  was  connected  with  the  in¬ 
struction  and  discipline  of  the  institution  for  almost  thirty-seven  years,  actively 
and  earnestly  identified  with  all  its  interests  from  the  beginning  and  largely  con¬ 
tributing  to  its  success  and  usefulness.  Thus  the  links  that  bind  the  past  with 
the  present  in  the  history  of  Alma  Mater,  are  fast  breaking,  and  soon,  it  may  be 
very  soon,  the  last  in  the  chain  may  be  severed. 

Henry  Lewis  Baugher  was  the  son  of  Christian  Frederick  and  Ann  Catharine 
Hotter  Baugher,  and  was  born  at  Abbottstown,  Adams  county,  Pennsylvania,  on 
the  19th  of  July,  1804.  His  preparatory  training  he  received  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  Dr.  McConaughy,  at  the  Gettysburg  Academy,  and  subsequently  entered 
as  a  student  of  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  gradua¬ 
ted,  during  the  administration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Neill,  in  1826,  and  from  which,  in  1848 
he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  Having  felt  himself  called  to  the  min¬ 
istry  of  reconciliation,  he  at  once  commenced  the  prosecution  of  his  theological 
studies  at  Princeton  Seminary  and  completed  the  course  at  our  own  Theological 
Seminary,  recently  organized  by  the  General  Synod  of  our  church,  with  Dr. 
Schmucker  as  its  Professor.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod 
of  West  Pennsylvania  in  1828,  and  soon  after  took  charge  of  our  Lutheran  inter¬ 
ests  in  Boonsboro',  Maryland.  Here  belabored  till  his  removal  to  Gettysburg,  in 
the  spring  of  1831,  having  been  appointed  a  teacher  in  the  Gymnasium,  in  the 
place  of  Rev.  D.  Jacobs,  deceased.  When  the  Institution  was  chartered  as  a 
college  in  1832,  he  was  chosen  Professor  of  Greek  and  Belles  Lettres,  the  duties  of 
which  he  faithfully  discharged  till  the  autumn  of  1850,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Presidency,  earnestly  devoted  to  his  work  until  the  last,  hearing  his  class¬ 
es  and  performing  official  labor,  till  within  eight  days  of  his  death.  He  died  April 
14, 1868.  Conscious  of  his  approaching  end,  resigned  to  the  Divine  will,  and  sus¬ 
tained  in  the  last  conflict  by  the  blessed  hope  of  salvation  through  the  merits  of 
the  Redeemer  he  peacefully  entered  upon  the  rest  prepared  for  the  people  of 
God.  For  forty  years  an  earnest,  faithfal  minister  of  the  gospel,  an  experienced, 
laborious  teacher— occupying  an  important  position  in  the  church,  his  influence 
is  felt  in  this  country  and  in  distant  lands.  His  character  has  been  enstamped 
upon  thousands  who  in  turn  are  making  an  impression  upon  other  minds.  Who 
can  estimate  the  power  of  such  a  life  in  time  and  through  eternity  ?
